Within “the past few months Hongkong 
has witnessed the. arrival of scores: of half- 
clad Indians who were“on their way to 
Canada, where it, was.said an’ abundance of 
labour awaited them, and where their ser- 
vices would be justly appreciated. While the 
Indian coolies were in’ this Colony, their 
semi-nude condition and objectionable habits 
arqused a consider? ble amount of comment, 
and it is safe to say .that most people were 
vlad to hear that. the various batches had 
sailed for the new world. But just as Hong- 
kong had little use for the dusky tribes ‘of 
-the Hast, so it appears Vancouver, where the 
emigrants were dumped, is also decidedly 
averse to their presence. ‘There is no false 
sentiment about the Canadians and no, desire 
to split hairs on the subject of the Indians. 
It is quite trae that the Indians are British 
subjects and all the rest of it, bat. they are 
not wanted in Canada at any price, and the 
Municipal Council.of Vancouver, supported 
. by the residents of that city, have expressed 
their views tersely and firmly. In fact, 
should any further gangs be brought from 
Hongkong they will not be allowed to land.. 
That is the effect of the Council’s decision, 
and a mass mecting of ratepayers had, 
‘according to the latest Vancouver papers, 
been’ called to consider the question of 
expelling the Indians. It had been under- 
stood here that the Indians were under con- 
tract to. work when they arrived in Canada, 
but that appears to have been a mistake; 
at all events, scores have been found beg- 
ying in the streets of Vancouver. ¢ ne Indian 
was picked up in the street in the last stages 
of exhaustion. which was due to staryation. 
{he Mayor of Vancouver is repgrted as saying 
“that these men were a menace.to public 
health under the conditions existing. They 
were also a menace to finances as they were 
destitute and had to be fed. Gangs of them 
ranging from 15 to 100 were looking for 
work atid the condition was serious. Unless 
something was-done many of them would 
die of cold’ and exposure, There were other 
reasons why these people were undesirable 
citizens." Tt was suggested that they should 
he deported to @ttawa, but, asa councillor 
pointed out, even if they followed such a 
course the evil would not be remedied. ‘Now 
‘comes the Vancouver Wor/d which expresses

On the 21st ultime, « fire broke out’ on the 
steamship Haron Ardrossan (Captain Kennedy), 
tor which the Nippon Yusen Kaisha are agents, 
when on a voyage from Antwerp to Japan, in 
lat, 12.05 deg. Ni, long. 112.32 deg. E., the 
vessel being about 2,200 miles from Yokohama 
is the China Sea, four days out from Singa- 
pore. F : 

-From the entry in the log book of the occur- 
rence, given in the Japan Herald, it appears 
that at 1 p.m. on that day smoke was seen 
coming {rom the ventilators of No..4 hatch, in 
which forty tons of dynamile were stowed. All 
hands were called to fire stations and* the 
steam tnjector was gat ready, the engines be- 
ing stopped to prevent all draught Whea the 
hitches were removed a volyine of” suffocating 
smoke poured up, appearing to come from-the 
after ‘end of the lower hold, where some hua- 
died tons of fish manure were stowed with the 
dynamite. Work was begun in shilling Uie 
bags of manure. the suffocating smoke being 
kept under by playing water on the bags. ‘By 
about 3 pm. the smoke was sufficiently cleared 
‘to enable the work of shifting the bags to be 
renewed,’ Finally a body of red fire was reach- 
ed, and with buckets. going and-shovels a 
Jar.e quantity of it was pas-ed over: the 
side. Ali this was. done up the side of the 
cases of dynamite, The me’ using: planks 
for getting at the bags of manure, which, 
were turned over with chain. hooxs, At 8 p.m. 
the captain shaped the vessel’s course, for 
Manila. Meanwhile. water was kept con- 
stanily playing on the manure and all ‘hands 
were kept at work all night lurning over and 
shifting-the bags. By midnight.all the red hat 
bags had been passed over the side. : 

At daylight on the following day (October 
22nd) smoke was seen issding from the star- 
‘board side and.the heat in the hold becanie 
almost unbearable, Water was played into 
the hold till he smoke had abated, when the 
bags from the centre were shifted wll they 
formed a dam and water was poured into the 
opening, When the water had filtered through 
the work of removing the bags was continued 
and all the burnt ones put’ over the side, those 
that could be saved being spread over the hold.

reached 102 degrees: Work was continued up 
to noon, when the Captain satisfied himself ha 
tat got to the seat of the fire, and the voyage 
to Yokohama was resumed at all speed.

Fortwo wecksthe eight men 
remained on the island eating shell-fish and 
drinking water caught in the crevices of rocks.

With 
the aid of their comrades the three adventurers 
buih a raft out of giant bambons which grew 
in profusion 01 the island and with a stock’ of 
dried fish and little water put to s“a one day 
amidst the farewell shouts of their less daring 
somirades, For six days the buoyant bamboo 
raft drifted steadily away fram the island with:
